Finally, after a labor of love from Russ/W2DYY, in finishing the beast, 
the BC-221 and LM calibration programs are available for recalibration 
of those ancient, immaculate frequency meters that have lost their books. 


I want to specifically thank Russ for his efforts in putting the finishing 
polish on the FORTRAN program. The reason that FORTRAN was used is because 
that was what I had available on mainframes for number crunching back in 
the early days of 1980 and before, thus, why not resurrect the thing to 

be in style for real Boatanchorite use on real Boatanchors. Boatanchor 
FORTRAN rides again....... Russ did yeoman work to put the LF sections 

and the manual instructions together and make it work for the BC-221 

as well as the LM. 


Anyway, I have put the things in the temporary archives on my machine. 
If you want to try them out, get them before next week rolls around. 
The old machine is dying a slow death, and needs to be fully rebuilt, 
so its archives will vaporize. I should not complain, the 386 box has 
been my faithful unix gateway for almost 9 years, 24 hrs a day, 7 days 
a week, without too many burps. 


Let me and Russ know how you like the program, and whether or not it 
actually works like it should (It should do fine). 


NOTE --- these programs run on plain dos pc's only, although the sources 
should complile on anything from mainframes to CP/M boxes. 


These programs are for calibrating the BC-221 and LM frequency meters. 
I doubt that they will be of much use for anything else, but they may 
be adaptable to the VHF meters and the URM-32 type machines if you can 
get a handle on their calibration points, and modify the programs to suit. 


If you look at the source, you will find that they were originally written 
by Boatanchor Bob/NA4G back in 1980, revised in 1994, and then finished by 
Russ Schroeder/W2DYY in 1996. Russ did the yeoman work of bringing it to

On Order No. 1470-NY-41, the Signal Corps printed 4,000 copies in 
November of 1941, and another 25,000 in May of 1942. The "HANDBOOK OF 
INSTRUCTIONS FOR RADIO SET (MODEL SCR-274-N)" contained a supplement 
(pages 80A and 80B) which described the BC-696 transmitter. Thus, the 
SCR-274-N either did not contain this transmitter in Nov '41, or it was 
simply omitted from the printed manual. Given the wide jump between 
BC-457/458/459 and BC-696, the former explanation is probably correct. 
Does anyone know the history of this change in the SCR-274-N? It would 
be interesting to find out exactly why they decided to incorporate the 
3-4 Mc transmitter. BTW: The BC-946 was not described until the 15 Feb 
1943 printing of T.0O. 08-10-50.

Greetings fellow boatanchorites: 


A few weeks ago I started planning a week long stay in LA on business, with 
suitable excursions into the country side in quest of boatanchor treasures. 
In due course I will put out the list of places I went to and what happened 
but I thought some of you might enjoy the incident that follows. 


In preparation for this trip I asked Richard Brisson a fellow boatanchorite 
if there was anything I could do for him. He dug up the following message 
that was sent to him some months ago. He passed it to me, the message is as 
follows. 


>> I sincerly doubt that it has been sold, since it is at a war surplus type 

>> shop. I am about 45 minutes away from the shop, which is located near La 

>> Mirada, California in orange county. I live in Los Angeles. I remember that 
>> it is about the size of an old standard sized typewriter, and in fact looks 
>> very similar. If I didn't know what it was, it would appear to the avarage 
>> person that it is some sort of foreign typewriter. It has a seperate piece 
>> of equipement that appears to be the "de-code" portion of the machine, but is 


>> attached to the main portion. I will try to get some pictures for you and a 
>> price the next time that I am in the area of the shop.

Well, Richard is a friend and I said I would do what I could to see if I 
could find this place. I prepared by a study of the applicable Thomas Guide 
and using the training I received as a guest of this country so long ago, I 
reduced the search to about 7.5 miles of streets were this place most 
logically be in the La Mirada area. 


Today, with traffic at a near stop on Routes 110, 10 and 5 I headed out 
after my days work. I was determined to try and find the location described 
in the message to Richard. The clouds let fly with a few deluges of rain, 
nearly 2 inches in under an hour in the area I was trying to get through - 
and the day was rapidly coming to an end - I pressed onwards. 


Flipping a coin, I started my search in the middle of the route I had laid 
out, moving along as quickly as possible, rubber necking both sides of the 
road, I put the best efforts into finding a likely candidate store that 
would turn out to be the right place. 


Two quick false starts, definitely not the right places. Then, as the rain 
started again a store came into view that had 4 of the 7 criteria I had set 
down, worth a "park_and_run_in_type_of" visit. The rain was coming down, 
but I ducked into the store (puns are not really my strong suit). A quick 
look confirmed the potential 4 of the 7 criteria moved up to 6 of the 7 
criteria. Just inside the front door was a pile of military technical 
manuals, a piece of the right kind of green cloth was on the counter. 


A quick tour was undertaken, it was just before closing time. Behind the 
counter on the floor was a BC-223 with the 2-3 Mc tuning unit in place, and 
on the floor was a sight I have only seen twice in my life before. A real 
honest to goodness explosive charge airplane starting motor. I saw one of 
these when I was a kid just after WW II and the only other time was in the 
movie Indiana Jones. Well it turns out this unit sitting on the floor was 
the one that was used in the movie!!!!! We are now up to 7 of 7, this place 
has real potential. 


In a cabinet are two new, repeat new, BC-611's and a few other nice things. 
I quickly spotted two items that I want. These are the reason that I am not 
passing out the name of the store yet, I am still trying to do a deal on one 
of the items. As soon as I get the deal done or it dies I will pass out the 
name and address of the store. But on with the mission that I started out 
to find. 


Now, my friend Richard is into Crypto gear, he is a serious collector and I 
want to do my bit to help out. Any guy who owns a genuine used in WW II 
ENIGMA cypher machine is a serious crypto collector. 


Working quickly I get into a conversation with the owner of the store and I 
ask him about some kind of keyboard or crypto set and we play around with 
the words a bit. He says we should go out to the garage but it is raining 
and he is not keen on getting wet. I summon up the courage to suggest that 
the rain should stop for a moment, and low and behold in a few minutes the 
stuff stops, did my request have an impact? 


With some encouragement we go to the garage and he leads me out and around 
piles of interesting looking surplus materials. Old aircraft engines, an 
early rocket engine (very early, in fact just after WW II) and in a corner 
are three large metal boxes. I lift two wooden crates off the pile, they 
are the pieces of a B29 starting motor and a voltage regulator of the carbon 
pile type. This is not light stuff! 


The metal covered boxes are interesting, they seem to be soldered shut, 
there are obvious soldered joints along the edges. I lifted up one of the 
boxes, it is not heavy enough to automatically sink but the novel metal 
packing technique does make the box very very interesting. I shake the box, 
it is obviously has some stuff inside, there is some movement. The size, 
shape, and weight of the box is about right to hold an ENIGMA, could it be? 


The owner tells me that the only way to find out is to open one of the 

boxes, I carry the box back to the store. My mind is racing, if I open the 

box and it is a serious piece of crypto gear, have I enough cash with me? 

Can I make a deal on the unit? Will Richard want the thing if I drag it 

home? I can think several excellent excuses but I push on with opening the box. 


One of the clerks produces a hammer, a sharp chisel, a pair of tin snips, 
and a large pair of pliers. I set to work with the chisel and the hammer, I 
open two corners of the case, inside I see the really old style of wooden 
shaving packing material. This box has been this way a long time, certainly 
I have never seen that form of material since just after WW II. Next, as we 
pry open the end of the box, tin snips and pliers working the metal, we 
extract a large number of silica bags. The cloth bags are clean, they do 
not show any water damage on the cloth - this has been this way a very long 
time. With some care, we completely remove the end of the tin box. Inside 
is a large cardboard box, with the silica bags and the wooden shavings. By 
now I have nicked my hands on the sharp metal edges several times, my hands 
are looking a mess, blood all over the place, this is starting to look serious. 


The cardboard box is definitely the right size for an ENIGMA machine, it 
would fit perfectly, but the weight of the box seems to be very light, and 
as it slides out of the tin case I see the ominous words "Chicago Teletype 
Corporation". 


Now, I know this company well. All my early life my father received a 
monthly letter with a cheque in it from this company, his payments for the 
use of several Patents he held on mechanical typewrite mechanisms, starting 
before I was born in the 1930's. Later the company became known as the 
"Teletype Corporation" and they definitely were into doing special military 
projects over the years, just maybe maybe maybe maybe this was going to be a 


At this point, I stand back and look over the package very carefully, 
packages like this might just have a very nasty surprise inside, but I 
looked carefully and the signs that would accompany such a surprise were not 
present, out came my pocket knife and slit open the cardboard box. 


Now, I am holding my breath at this point, I am excited, there are two more 
of these unopened boxes out in the garage and we have settled on a possible 
price for the units. I can see the joy I will have in phoning Richard and 
telling him to meet me at the airport as I return home to pass him this 
wonderful find. I can just feel the excitement of a great find. 


The moment has come, I lift the lid of the box, and I spot a green key top 
immediately under the top of the lid, as I carefully remove the protecting 
cardboard I see more loose key tops, my heart starts to sink a bit. The 
crypto sets I have seen do not have metal key tops of this type but I press 
onwards. I remove a large piece of packing material and the lights go on 
with the sharpness of a very bright light. 


There sitting in the daylight for the first time in probably 50 or more 
years is the keyboard unit from a Chicago Teletype Corporation Model 14 
typing unit! !!!!!!!! The unit seems to be in pretty good shape, I have no 
doubt that the oil felts are a little dry, but it is brand new. [Dry felts 
are recoverable, send me a note if you want to learn how to do it] 


How would I, a mere child when this keyboard was made, recognize instantly 
exactly what this unit was? Well I have stiff fingers and I have never been 
able to send CW with a hand key more than sufficiently to get passed the 
demands of the Radio Inspector for both amateur and commercial radio 
licenses. I love CW, so I made a CW keyboard as soon as I could figure out 
a way to do it after I got on the air as a teenage kid. I made my CW 
keyboard from a keyboard my father gave me from a Chicago Teletype 
Corporation Model 14 typing unit! I used a bunch of old relays, wire spring 
type, and diodes made out of the plates from selenium rectifiers. By 
cutting the surface carefully with a hacksaw one could make large numbers of 
diodes from a single plate. (Please do not ever do this today, we now view 
selenium a little differently that we did in those days) I used RC tricks 
and a 48 volt DC supply, the thing ended up sending better cw than I could 
do with a hand key. The only really useful thing I ever learned in school 
was to touch type! 


Well Richard, I regret that I do not have a crypto set find to bring home 
this trip, sorry about that. The good news is I will keep trying! I drove 
back to the hotel in downtown LA with some sadness on one hand and a lot of 
excitement on the other. There is always next time! 


Now of course if somebody is into NIB, New In Box, Model 14 typing units 
then I know were there are two more of them. There is always some risk of 
course that the other boxes have something else in them, like a crypto set, 
but for me I am not the least bit concerned. The first person who tells me 
they want the boxes for about $30 US each, I will qsp the address of the 
store. Of course this will occur immediately after I have a final deal made 
on the item I found in the store that I hope yet to buy. 


I am enjoying this boatanchor stuff, I hope you have enjoyed reading this 
item as I have written it tonight. I have had a ball finding this store 
today. Just one change would have made the story perfect, but then instant 
gratification isn't always good for us is it?

Well I can tell you that the A53-C or equivalent (1:3 ratio) does not work 
because those 1625s are working class AB, drawing some grid current 

and the Z is pretty low. So w'ere talking 2:1 or 1:1 maybe. 

Herb (WL7BIL) is currently trying Uncle Jim's Potent Potted Panacea: 

Yes, the 70 volt line to voice-coil transformer! AKA the Muzak Man's 

Friend. Use a good one (not RS) if you don't want to wait for news 

from the North. And before doing anything with a Ranger/Val audio 

replace the 1st/2nd audio cathode bypass electrolytics. And start looking 
for some lead foil/ mu-metal to wrap whatever transformer does work (the 
originals were real good). A p-pull Universal output would also make a good 
candidate if you have one, but the 25 or 70 volt line matching is easy to find, 
usually free from commercial sound installers/ building supers.

Dear BA Enthusiasts, 


I am restoring a Johnson Ranger. Last night, I finally got to the 
point where I am getting about 40 watts out in AM transmit, but 

NO AUDIO. I then discovered that the audio driver transformer 

for the 1614 modulator tubes has an open primary. 


Does anyone know what the turns ratio is supposed to be for this 
transformer? Anyone got a spare? 


The Ranger manual says the transformer has a 270 ohm primary 
resistance. I put a 270 ohm resistor in place where the primary was 
connected, and measured 11 ma of current during transmit, and 

13 ma of current during standby. 


I have an Antique Electronics catalog, and they have some audio 
interstage transformers that would probably work. 


Anyone use any of these transformers as drivers?

It is probably time to settle on a frequency for general Glowbuggite- 
Boatanchorite use for the summer season. My guess is that the usual 
nightly QRG/1802R5 QTR/0300Z will fade out in a week or so, as things 
warm up for the spring. Thus, an 80 and a 40 meter QRT/QTR need to be 
arrived at. My preference is 3579.545 (tv rock QRG) which is actually 
quite good at 10pm, 11pm, 12pm EST. That would be an easy QRG to rock 
up old rigs, since the rocks are available for a buck or so at surplus 
emporia such as Digikey or Midwest. Also, it is relatively clear of 
W1AW after 10pm has finished. Else my usual stomping ground is 3525+-QRM. 
There are those that are only novice proficient, and the 3702R5 QRG 

is still fair to good, although a suggestion was made to use a frequency 
about 3640 or so (another surplus computer rock frequency). 


For 40 meters, there is not much space. I have heard folks using 7040, 
and that may or may not be fair to good. I like 7025, again, because 


it tends to be a bit clearer.
